Among other Falſhoods aſſerted by Mr. Greenſbields, there are two 
very remarkable ones in p. 9. where he ſays the Magiſtrates of Edin- 
burgh did threaten to impriſon him if he would not forbear preaching, 
and inflit ſach other Puniſhments upon him 27 they ould think it;
